. have 5,000 men), Loyeh (106-5i, 2h—51), Sanchiang (109-27, 25-6), and 
Liuchiang (109-45, 2h-33). 


2. Regular guerrilla attacks have seriously hindered navigation on the follow 
ing rivers:* 


a. Fu River from thuchou to Kucilin. 
b. Jung River from Tuchou to Liuchou. 
co Li River from Vuchou to Naming. 


d. Tso River and Yu River from Nanning to Lungehing (106-86, 22~22) and 
Paise (106-3), 23-55). 


3. The Commmists have erected pillboxes along railroads but have not yet made 
higtway travel safe.
